3 Killed, 40 Hurt 
School Bus Sliced 
In Two by Train 


CONGERS, N.Y. (U P I)-A 
Penn 
Central 
freight 
train 
sm ashed into a school bus at 
a crossing here today, killing 
at least three children and in­ 
juring 40 others, many criti­ 
cally. 
The train sliced the bus in 
two, dragging part of it 1,000 
yards along the tracks and 
strewing children along the 
way. police said. 
The bus was carrying stu­ 
dents from the south Congers 
area to Nyack High School 
when it was struck by the 
train shortly before 8 a.m ., 
police said. 
Congers, in Rockland Coun­ 
ty, is about 45 miles north­ 
west of New York City. 
Patrolm an Don Cocker of 
the Clarkstown 
police 
said 
five of the injured students 
had limbs am putated in the 
accident and at least 40 in­ 
jured students were taken to 
Nyack Hospital. 


Anguished parents crowded 
the hospital lobby as mothers 
sobbed, “ Is my child here?” 


Cocker said police had been 
unable to question the driver, 
who was also hospitalized, but 
it was believed the bus was 
moving when it was struck by 
the train at a crossing m ar­ 
ked with a sign but without 
crossing barriers. 
Two 
students 
were 
pro­ 
nounced dead at the scene, 
police said, and a third died 
later at a nearby hospital. 
Ned M eara, who lives near 
the crossing, said the bus was 
“ a tangled mess of steel” af­ 
ter 
the 
collision 
with 
the 
three engine, 83-car train. 
Police said the bus 
was 
owned by the Rockland Bus 
Co. 
Penn Central 
said the 
train was enroute from Wee- 
hawken, N.J. to Selkirk, N.Y. 
Fire units from New City, 
Congers and Valley Cottage 
helped free the injured stu­ 
dents from the wreckage, and 
am bulances from four cities 
rushed them to hospitals. 
The National Transportation 
Safety Board dispatched three 
investigators from 
Washing­ 
ton to probe the accident.

ment will be “ prepared to 
move” — possibly even with 
controls — if the food price 
spiral continues. 
But Connally, President Nix­ 
on’s closest economic advis­ 
er and his designated chief 
spokesman, insisted that the 
trend downward already was 
under way after hitting the 
highest rate in 14 years last 
month. 
Connally 
specifically 
re­ 
fused to rule out food price 
controls, distasteful though he 
said the administration con­ 
sidered them, as one method 
of halting the food price esca­ 
lation. 
“ We’re saying to all the 
retailers — watch your prices, 
we are going to be prepared 
to move,” Connally declared. 
“ We’re going to see why this 
sudden increase in food prices 
happened. 
We 
think 
they 
ought to start a downward 
trend.” 
Connally was interviewed on 
the NBC-TV Today Show. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ported Thursday that grocery 
prices rose 1.9 per cent in 
February, 
highest 
for 
any 
month 
since 
March, 
1958. 
Overall cconsumer prices in­ 


creased 0.5 per cent, and Con­ 
nally said that if food prices 
were left out of the computa­ 
tions, the cost of living situa­ 
tions for February was “ a 
great story — really terrific.” 
Nonfood items of the index 
d e c l i n e d , Connally said.

prices 
go 
up, 
food 
prices 
go down,” 
Connally 
said, but when other basic 
consumer costs rise sharply, 
they are very slow to come 
down. 
“ Food prices' are very vola­ 
tile.” 
Connally said that since the 
statistics were gathered for 
the February food price in­ 
dex, food prices had started 
leveling off. 
“The truth of the m atter is, 
I think we hit the high m ark 
in 
m eat prices 
two 
weeks 
ago. They’re trending down­ 
ward.” 
Meat 
prices 
h a v e 
been 
largely blamed for the sharp 
food price rise, and at least 
two m ajor national foodstore 
chains have suggested in ad­ 
vertisem ents 
to 
custom ers 
that they consider poultry and 
fish as alternatives to red 
meat. 
Connally, 
a 
Texan, 
ex­ 
pressed sympathy with both 
cattlem en and farm ers whose 
costs he said had risen about 
10 times the level of their 
prices in the past 10 years.

Pay Board Wednesday, noti­ 
fied Nixon in a two-sentence 
letter that he was withdraw­ 
ing from the National Com­ 
mission on Productivity be­ 
cause it “ would not be in the 
best interests of the workers I 
have the honor to represent” 
to stay on. 
T h e 
commission 
was 
created by 
Nixon 
in June, 
1970 —with representatives of 
labor, business and the public 
—to propose ways of encou­ 
raging greater productivity in 
American industry as a way 
of counter acting inflation. 
Meany and three others of 
the five labor members of the 
Pay Board resigned, charging 
the panel was slanted in favor 
of industry at the expense of 
the working man. 
The three who quit the Pay 
Board along with Meany also 
were named to the productiv- 
i t y 
commission 
—Leonard 
Woodcock, I. W. Abel, and 
Floyd Smith. 
Nixon 
said 
Thursday 
he 
would not let the labor repre­ 
sentatives torpedo his “ fight 
to the finish” against infla­ 
tion. Treasury Secretary John 
B. Connally accused the four 
labor leaders today of putting 
personal and political inter­ 
ests ahead of the national in­ 
terest by dropping off the eco­ 
nomic control panel, 
Meany wrote the President 
today: 
“ I 
have 
reluctantly 
come to the conclusion that 
my continued service on the 
National Commission cm Pro­ 
ductivity would not be in the 
best interests of the workers I 
have the honor to represent. 
“ 1 am therefore tendering 
my resignation as a mem ber 
of the commission as of this 
date.” 
The group played only a 
secondary role on the admin­ 
istration’s economic front and 
was 
generally 
an 
inactive 
body. 


Ins. Held Invalid 


CHICAGO 
(U PI)—The 
Il­ 
linois Supreme Court declared 
unconstitutional 
Thursday 
a 
law which made no-fault auto 
insurance m andatory for all 
insurance 
companies 
oper­ 
ating in the state. 
The 5-2 ruling has thrown 
the companies into confusion 
and it may go all the way to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 
As of Jan. 1, all insurance 
policies in 
Illinois covering 
private 
passenger 
cars 
in­ 
cluded no-fault benefits. 
That m eant basically that a 
driver’s own insurance com­ 
pany paid, without determ in­ 
ing who is at fault, for medic­ 
al or funeral expenses and for 
income (not always all of it) 
lost due to auto injury. 
The court upheld a decision 
handed down Dec. 29 by Cook 
Couty Circuit Judge Daniel A. 
Covelli who said the law as 
written discrim inated against 
the poor. But the high court 
issued no reasons with its rul­ 
ing, although it said those 
would come later. 


I n 
Las 
Vegas, 
Marvin 
Lewis, president of the Amer­ 
ican Trial Lawyers Associa­ 
tion, told officers of the 30,- 
000-members group that the 
ruling “ is going to knock out 
most of the no fault bills that 
are being considered through­ 
out the country.” 
Lewis, a San Francisco at­ 
torney who has been lobbying 
v i g o r o u s l y 
against 
no­ 
fault, said nofault insurance 
legislation constituted a “ ra­ 
tioning of justice which is un­ 
fair to everyone.” 
All the insurance companies 
said that all policyholders will 
still be covered by their po­ 
licies. The question is whe­ 
ther they also will receive the 
no-fault benefits. 
State Farm Insurance Co., 
largest in the state with 777,- 
000 auto policyholders, said it 
hasn't made a decision yet. 
“ About all we can say with 
certainty is that all of our po­ 
licyholders have coverage.” 
Allstate, the second largest 
com pany in the state with 


662,000 policies, said it will 
continue to give no-fault bene­ 
fits until the high court cla­ 
rifies its ruling. The state De­ 
partm ent of Insurance recom­ 
mended that other companies 
follow that course. 
Department Director Jam es 
Baylor, who called the deci­ 
sion “ most regrettable” said 
his office will sponsor legisla­ 
tion to mend the no-fault law 
if the court finds that only 
minor changes are necessary. 
But if the decision is based on 
“ a major constitutional ques­ 
tion,” he said, it will be ap­ 
pealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court.

T h i r t y-eight 
Americans 
have bet n killed this year, a 
figure running about 8 per 
cent of the U.S. war deaths 
during the same period last 
year. Wounded this year num­ 
ber 330, about 12 per cent of 
last year’s total in the sam e 
period. 
The command said one GI 
died last week “ not as a re­ 
sult of hostile action."

m em bers of the Irish Republi­ 
can Army (IRA), and mili­ 
tant Protestants. One Protes­ 
tant leader said the decision 
made civil war inevitable. 
Thousands of Belfast Pro- 
t e s t a n t shipyards workers 
m arched through the streets 
to protest the London rule de­ 
cision which becomes effec- 
t i v e 
next 
Wednesday 
or 
Thursday 
when 
Parliam ent 
approves it. Both Labor and 
Conservative 
leaders 
en­ 
dorsed the m easure and ap­ 
proval was certain. 
T h e 
dem onstration 
pro­ 
voked no violence, however. 
Heath announced the histor­ 
ic decision to a tense, packed 
House of Commons. His move 
c l i m a x e d a constitutional 
crisis 
which 
British 
com­ 
m entators described as the 
gravest to face this country 
since the abdication of King 
Edward VIII in 1936. 
In Dublin, Prim e Ministeer 
Jack Heath issued a formal 
statem ent 
appealing 
to 
all 
sections of the community, 
north and south, to "consider 
the proposals m aturely and 
objectively, so as 
to avoid 
further 
tragic 
suffering 
in 
Northern Ireland...” The vio­ 
lence there has taken nearly 
300 lives. 
The British move was 
a 
gam ble which Britain said it 
would take only as a last re­ 
sort. 


B r i t i s h spokesmen said 
Heath 
hoped 
suspension 
of 
rule by 
Ulster’s 
Protestant 
m ajority and other moves in­ 
cluding gradual phasing out 
of the interment without trial 
of suspected Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) gunmen would 
pacify the 
Roman 
Catholic 
minority. 
At the sam e time Heath 
sought to placate Protestant 
fears of a handover to the 
Catholic-ruled Republic of Ire­ 
land by promising 
periodic 
plebiscite votes on the ques­ 
tion of the North-South border 
in Ireland. The 
Protestants 
outnumber the Catholics two 
to one. 
The reaction from Protes­ 
tants and Catholics in North­ 
ern Ireland was im m ediate — 
both sides rejected Heath’s 
solution. Thousands of shout­ 
ing shipyard workers 
m ar­ 
ched through 
Belfast 
in 
a 
dem onstration of 
Protestant 
rejection of direct rule from 
London. 
F r a z e r Agnew, Belfast 
chairm an of the Young Union­ 
ist Party Organization, a Pro­ 
testant group, said Heath's 
m easures represented a bet­ 
rayal of Ulster and a surren­ 
der to the IRA. He said “ this 
act of betrayal to Ulster lo­ 
yalists has hastened the ine­ 
vitability of civil war.*’ 
Eam onn McCann, an offi­ 
cial of the anti-internment or­ 
ganization which opposes im ­ 
prisonment of IRA members

said the Heath measures will 
touch off a Protestant reac­ 
tion that will eclipse the pre­ 
sent violence in Ulster.

Father, Son Go On Trial 
For Ritual Slaying of 3

his teen-age son w ent on trial 
T hursday for the ritual slay­ 
ing of three fem ale m em bers 
of th eir fam ily. 
H arald A lexander, 39, and 
his son F rank, 16, a re m em ­ 
b ers of a sec t which believes 
th at the K ingdom of D avid 
will arriv e after wom en have 
been exterm inated. They are 
charged w ith the m u rd er of 
A lexander’s wife D agm ar, 41, 
and his daughters, M arina, 
18, and P etra, 15. 
T he two defendants refused 
to answ er questions put to 
them by the court. 
T he prosecution has asked 
for the death penalty for Alex­ 
an d er and a 20-year jail term 


for his son. 
The defense, which will pro­ 
duce 
both 
psychiatrists 
re­ 
ports and 
w itnesses 
saying 
the wom en m ay have agreed 
to being “ sacrificed,” asked 
for acquittal on grounds that 
the defendants cannot be held 
accountable because of their 
m ental state at the tim e of 
the slayings. 
A ccording to Dr. 
Valesco 
E scassi, director of the M adr­ 
id 
penitentiary 
psychiatric 
hospital, 
A lexander 
told 
a 
team of Spanish psychiatrists 
exam ining him: “The Archan­ 
gel G abriel appeared to us 
and told us that we have to 
resu rrect thd Kingdom of Da­ 
vid. And this we could not do 
w ithout first elim inating the 
fem ale sex.” 


The m utilated bodies of the 
three women were found Dec. 
17, 
1970, 
in 
the 
apartm ent 
which the A lexander fam ily 
had rented in Santa Cruz. 
According to a report by 
court doctors, the bodies had 
been carved up with knives 
and razors in an act which 
had signs of a ritual slaying. 
One of A lexander’s daughters, 
Sabina, survived because she 
w as out babysitting. 
A lexander 
told 
the 
psy­ 
chiatrists 
the 
women 
w ere 
willing to die 
because 
this 
“ was the only way they could 
be 
liberated.” 
The 
defense 
will call neighbors of the de­ 
fendants to testify th at there 
w ere 
neither 
scream s 
nor 
sounds of a struggle on the 
day of the slayings.

Plan Devised To Improve 
Reading Skills of Pupils 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — A fter finding that m any California 
school children still cannot read well by the tim e they finish 
the third grade, the state D epartm ent of E ducation says it has 
developed a “com prehensive plan” to im prove pupils’ reading 
skills. 
The departm ent said T hursday in an annual report th at 
there w ere 541 schools during the 1969-70 school year in which 
50 per cent of the students could achieve no higher than the 
bottom level in reading skills on statew ide tests. 
“ To correct this situation, a task force has developed a com ­ 
prehensive plan to deal with this problem on a school-by-school 
basis,” the report said. It said th at by the end of the cu rren t 
school y ear a program to coordinate “ all available resources 
will be developed and 20 effective reading program m odels 
will be identified.” 
During the 1972-73 school year, the report said, the reading 
m odels will be im plem ented in 50 school districts “ with the 
m ost significant problem s.”

McGovern: Wallace Right, Blame 
Liberals for War, Tax Problems 


M I L W A U K E E , 
Wis. 
(UPI)—■ With roars, whistles 
and the rhythmic stamping of 
feet drowning out chants of 
p r o t e s t , Alabama’s Gov. 
George C. Wallace launched 
his presidential campaign in 
the North, igniting his follo­ 
wers in the Wisconsin prima­ 
ry with the same ardor that 
swept him to a one-sided vic­ 
tory in Florida a little more 
than a week ago. 
The 
preaching 
was 
the 
same but the gospel was new. 
Virtually shunning the bus­ 
ing issue which rolled up a 42 
per cent vote for him in Flo­ 
rida, Wallace told nearly 6,000 
frenzied supporters at a mas­ 
sive rally Thursday night that 
he had a second “message” 
for President Nixon—tax re­ 
lief before the end of 1972. 
Even before Wallace spoke, 
there were strong indications 
that taxes would become the 
dominant issue of the Wiscon­ 
sin primary April 4 as busing 
was the major controversy in 
Florida. 
Speaking at a news confer­ 
ence earlier Thursday, Sen. 
George S. McGovern of South 
Dakota charged that the Wal­ 
lace “phenomenon represents 
the failure of liberalism.” 


A b o v e All: Trust 


At a sparsely-attended air­ 
port news conference, New 
York Mayor John 
Lindsay 
took up the chant —proposing 
that Congress adopt emergen­ 
cy tax relief for property 
owners before April 15. 
Flying in from New York 
City, 
Lindsay 
braved 
the 
freezing cold without coat or 
hat and suggested legislation 
to provide taxpayers earning 
less than $30,000 a year a cre­ 
dit against their income tax 
amounting to 30 per cent of 
their property tax payments.

WALLACE: Message for Nixon

“In a very real sense, the 
Wallace phenomenon

sents the failure of liberal­ 
ism,” McGovern said. “We 
gave him his opening. 
He 
didn’t devise the American 
tax structure. That was done 
by the so-called liberals. He 
didn’t think up this war in 
Southeast 
Asia. 
That 
was 
d o n e by professors 
from 
Michigan State, Harvard and 
Yale, big, lofty intellectuals. 
They dreamed up this war. 
“That is the kind of thing 
we have to address ourselves 
to,” the South Dakota senator 
said. 
Again and again Wallace 
attacked “those six U.S. sena­ 
tors with their total 109 years 
in the Senate” for failing to 
provide leadership, end the 


Vietnam War and trim bu- 
r e a u c r a c y in Washington 
which he said was “wasting 
the money of the average tax­ 
payer.” 
He identified the six a9 
Sens. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 
E d m u n d Muskie, 
Maine,

“ Some of their positions 
sure changed when the war 
became unpopular,” Wallace 
said, pointing out the six had 
voted for the Gulf of Tonkin 
resolution widening the South­ 
east Asia conflict.

“ I can’t hear him but you 
just know when everyone else 
claps he’s giving it to them,” 
Mrs. Ryon said.

here, said he used to be a li­ 
beral Democrat but now he 
was a Wallace supporter. 
“Those liberal Democrats 
have lost contact with the 
mainsteam of American life,” 
D r e b l o w said. 
“Wallace 
speaks 
the 
people’s 
lang­ 
uage.” 
Mrs. Ryon and her friend, 
R e n e e Tuller, both were 
w e a r i n g Wallace earrings 
through their pierced ears. 
“ We made them ourselves,” 
Mrs. Tuller said. 
The two women, Dreblow, 
and others around them were 
convinced Wallace was deliv­ 
ering the equivalent of the 
Sermon on the Mount. 
They loved Wallace, 
but 
above all they trusted him. 
“At least George will do 
what he says.

people. Wallace’s the guy who 
knows how to straighten this 
country out.” 
There were several people 
in the crowd —mostly young 
protesters —who carried signs 
proclaiming “ Hitler lives in 
Alabama” and “A win for 
Wallace is a loss for human­ 
ity.” 
But even these discordant 
elements couldn’t stifle the 
euphoria of the evening.

youth who wore a flowered 
vest festooned with dozens of 
W a l l a c e buttons.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Senate has joined Sen. Mike 
Gravel’s battle to thwart a 
government cinvestigation of 
his public reading from the 
Pentagon Papers while they 
were still classified top se­ 
cret. 
After a 55 to 27 victory 
Thursday, Gravel rose and 
challenged Sen. William B. 
Soxbe, R-Ohio, and other Re­ 
publican critics to debate the 
propriety of the midnight ses­ 
sion of Gravel’s Senate sub­ 
committee on Buildings and 
Grounds in June where he 
made the documents public. 
Saxbe shunned 
the 
chal­ 
lenge but accused the Alaska 
Demrocrat of despicable and 
slippery behavior. 
Later Saxbe had his 
re­ 
m arks edited for the Con­ 
gressional Record to substi­ 
tute the term “of questionable 
judgment” for the word “ des­ 
picable” and “unusual” for 
“slippery.” 


The resolution adopted by 
the 
Senate 
authorized pay­ 
ment from the U.S. Treasury 
for the $500 or $600 cost G ra­ 
vel will incur in filing his 
brief 
before 
the 
Supreme 
Court. Gravel said his ex­ 
penses may total $100,000. 
Republicans 
backed 
a 
“friend - of - the - court” brief 
from the Senate in support of 
Gravel’s position. They unsuc­ 
cessfully fought the attem pt 
to pay any part of Gravel’s 
expenses. They said they did 
not want to slip a “cloak of 
respectability” over G ravel’s 
behavior. 
But Senate Democratic Lea­ 
der Mike Mansfield and Sen. 
Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., argued 
that much more than that 
was at stake. They contended 
that the Boston grand jury 
which has subpoenaed a Gra­ 
vel aide, physicist Leonard S. 
Rodberg, 
had 
ignored 
the 
Constitution. 
Article 1, Section 6 provides 


that no member of Congress 
can be questioned 
by 
the 
executive or judicial branches 
of government for his acti­ 
vities in Congress. Erwin and 
Mansfield argued this abso­ 
lute immunity — vital if Con­ 
gress is to rem ain equal in 
power to the courts and the 
presidency — extends to con­ 
gressional aides. 
Gravel, chewing gum, sat 
in silence while the issue was 
debated. He voted “present.” 
He and Rodberg have suc­ 
cessfully argued in two lower 
courts that the grand jury 
cannot question Rodberg. The 
Justice Department is appeal­ 
ing those rulings before the 
Supreme Court. 
In its original version, the 
Mansfield - Erwin resolution 
would have authorized Senate 
payment of all of Gravel’s fu­ 
ture legal expenses — $25,000 
or more. But the sponsors wa­ 
tered it down in view of stiff 
Republican opposition.

Near Breakdown

PARIS 
(U P I)—The 
Viet­ 
nam peace talks, begun 38 
months ago in high hopes and 
with a bombing halt over 
North Vietnam, are near total 
breakdown. 
This was signaled Thursday 
by U.S. negotiator William J. 
P o r t e r , who told North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong of­ 
ficials that the United States 
has no intention of meeting 
them next week, as it has 
most Thursdays since Jan. 29, 
1969. 
Porter said U.S. willingness 
to meet after next week de­ 
pended on what the Commu­ 
nists had to offer —a warning 
that if chief Viet Cong ne­ 
gotiator Madame Nguyen Thi 
Binh returned to Paris with 
another 
“ take-it-or-leave-it” 
peace package, 
the United 
States was not interested. 
It was the closest the talks 
have come to collapse. Some 
Hanoi officials said privately 
that the U.S. move appeared 
to spell the end of the confer­ 
ence, but Communist delega­ 
tion leaders refrained from 
pronouncing on its fate.

She returned via Peking and 
Moscow.

Porter, who took over lea­ 
dership of the American dele­ 
gation last fall, is the fourth 
U.S. delegation chief to try to 
break the negotiating dead­ 
lock in just over three years.

Harriman, who negotiated the 
bombing halt that paved the 
way for the talks, was re­ 
placed by Republican Henry 
Cabot Lodge when the confer­ 
ences started shortly after 
President Nixon’s inaugura­ 
tion in 1969.

Doves Try Again To

change

attitude 
among students and teachers 
has been evident since Clare­ 
mont 
High 
eliminated the 
“ F ” grade and substituted a 
‘ ‘ no g r a d e ’ ’ designation, 
Claremont 
High 
Principal 
Alex Hughes has reported to 
the district school board. 
Although the new plan has 
been in operation only one se­ 
mester, Hughes said that the 
new grading system has re­ 
ceived a general approval of 
the students, and that there 
w e r e f e w e r “ contested” 
grades. 
Teachers 
indicated 
that 
they found themselves giving 
out an “ NG” rather than a 
“ gift of a D.” 
The teachers also noted a 
significant change in attitude 
about the possibility of re­ 
peating the class since the 
“ F” grade is not listed on the 
transcript. 
Less than 30 students chose 
the option of receiving an NG 
over a letter grade of “ D.” 


Hughes noted that 
1,046 
“ D” grades and 466 “ F” 
grades were given out during 
the first semester of 1969-70, 
that 1,005 D’s and 423 F ’s 
w e r e g i v e n in 1970-71, 
whereas under the new sys­ 
tem 985 D’s were marked and 
833 NG marks were recorded 
the first semester this year. 
Although 
neither 
subject 
nor grade appears on the stu­ 
dent’s transcript when he gets 
an NG, the subject and the 
grade appears on the report 
card sent home, so parents 
are aware of the unsuccessful 
attempt. 
Many more teachers, Hug­ 
hes explained, are doing a 
better job of telling parents of 
their youngster’s progress or 
lack of progress during mid­ 
terms. Two hundred more 
progress reports were sent 
home this year than during 
the 
comparable 
time 
last 
year. 
Because of the new report­ 
ing system, many more par- 
ent-teacher conferences are 


being scheduled, Hughes re­ 
ported, and poor school work 
is being discovered at an ear­ 
lier time by all concerned. 
Hughes said that “ we are 
generally pleased” with the 
new system, but “ we’re not 
100 per cent sold on it, and 
may change it.” 
“ We would propose con­ 
tinuing it next year but with 
modifications,” he said. 
Hughes explained that in 
June teachers, parents and 
students will be asked to eva­ 
luate the program to give the 
board a more comprehensive 
review.

m aterials, and lack of com­ 
munication between teachers 
and school board and between 
teachers and their teacher or­ 
ganizations have been given 
as reasons for low teacher 
morale here. 
They were voiced during a 
two-hour teaeher-school board 
session Wednesday for which 
attendance 
was 
mandatory 
for the school district’s 360 
teachers. The board 
called 
the meeting to give the teach­ 
ers a chance to air their 
gripes. 
B o a r d President Arthur 
Steffen prefaced the meeting 
by saying it should be “ no 
holds barred, but let’s use a 
little decorum.” 
A letter written by Clare­ 
mont High teacher William 
Vaskis, who compalined of 
the “ rapidly deteriorating mo­ 
rale of the teachers in the 
district” was brought up, and 
Vaskis said that he wrote the 
letter at the instruction of the 
Claremont Faculty 
Associa­ 
tion board. 
“Only one person can write 
a letter,” he said. Vaskis ex­ 
plained that he wrote down 
what he felt were the feelings 
of the board. “ I’m not ash­ 
am ed of the letter,” he ad­ 
ded. 
Steffen 
said 
that it was 
tim e for the board to start its 
b u d g e t sessions, and ex­ 
plained that “ there are only 
so many dollars. We must 
work within the framework of 
those 
dollars. 
They’re 
not 
elastic.” 
As to board members going 
to 
schools 
to 
“ rap” 
with 
teachers, there was hesitancy 
on the part of the members to 
go to schools without a prear- | 
ranged date. 
Board member Mary Ellen 
Kilsby has bone onto cam ­ 
puses without advance notice 
and had successful raps, but 
other members did not share 
her thoughts. 
A teacher suggested that 
“ there’s an attitude that this 
is 
a Hollywood production, 
and we have to watch what 
we say.” 
The teachers were given a 
lesson in the intricacies of 
school finance by Supt. Rich­ 
ard Kirkendall, who explained 
how the district hopes to have 
$100,000 more in the reserve 
fund than expected this year. 
He said that the district had 
received

from 
ac­ 
counts receivable which the 
cnstrict had written off, that 
the district hopes to receive 
$38,000 more from the federal 
government and that 
more 
money 
could 
be 
expected 
Tram special education daily 
attendance, 
principal appor­ 
t i o n m e n t attendance, and 
county foster home instruc­ 
tion allowance. 
He also noted higher ex­ 
penditures to offset the higher 
income. 
Kirkendall 
also 
explained 
that in 1953 the state gave 
back 50 per cent of the money 
a school district received, but 
that figure has dropped to 38 
per cent. 
“ We see no possibility of an 
increase in state income,” he 
added. 
As to funding a new district 
program, board member E r­ 
nest Taylor explained that he 
would be leery about funding 
a new program until “ I’m 
satisfied that we can fund the 
existing programs.”

You’re Taking Chance 
With Verbal Promises 


I have a problem that 1 wish you could help me with. In 
December, 1971, my son signed up for a course in police 
science with the LaSalle Extension University in Chicago, 111. 
The sales agent here informed him that he could cancel within 
a short time with no penalty fee. 


However, this was a verbal statement and the typed or 
printed contract said he would have to pay 15 per cent of the 
total tuition, if he decided to cancel. However, my son believed 
the agent and took his word for it. 


After discussing this with the Veteran’s Affairs office, he 
was advised that he would be better off taking a similar 
course at Chaffey College. My son then sent a letter of cancel­ 
lation to the Chicago office and in due time he got a form 
letrei stating that he owed $111.25, plus his $30 downpayment. 


What I want to know is, can the LaSalle Extension Univers­ 
ity legally collect that amount of money for something my son 
is not benefitting from? It seems there should be some kind of 
law to protect the individual. My son is a former serviceman 
and I feel he was taken advantage of. Let’s face it, $141.25 is a 
lot of money to give someone and get nothing in return for. 
I would appreciate any help you can give us. We were sup­ 
posed to take care of this within 15 days, hut due to flu and 
sickness, we haven’t done much about it. — R. M., Montclair. 


On June 24, 1971, the Federal Trade Commission, after a 
complete investigation, ordered LaSalle Extension University 
to cease and desist certain sales practices. 
At that time, a witness testified that he was told by the 
salesm an for LaSalle Extension University that he would re­ 
ceive a law degree and actually be able to practice law in the 
State of Nebraska. The witness, from New Jersey, said that he 
was told that if he wanted to practice in New Jersey, it would 
m erely require him to pass the bar exam in that particular 
state. 
“ The selling practices involved here almost invariably take 
the form of oral representations m ade privately to a student,” 
was the FTC’s finding. It ordered LaSalle to cease certain 
sales practices. 
“ We are sincerely concerned about the allegations m ade by 
Mrs. M. regarding the enrollment of her son,” said LaSalle 
Extension University’s Douglas W. Linde, assistant to the 
president, soon after Action Line wrote in reference to the 
FTC’s order. 
“ We are conducting a thorough investigation of this m atter 
with our senior field m anagers. 
“ Under the circum stances, we will accept the complaint as 
true. We are canceling the enrollment with no further obliga­ 
tion to him or to LaSalle Extension University.”

some areas of Pomona a di­ 


rect route to Mt. San Antonio 
College and Cal Poly. 
Schabarum 
said 
Temple 
Avenue eventually will extend 
as a major divided county 
highway from Baldwin Park 
to the San Bernardino County 
line. 
“For the present time,” he 
explained, 
“the 
completed 
project will serve as a vital 
d i s t r i b u t o r route for the 
Orange Freeway.” 


The southbound lanes of the 
Orange Freeway are open at 
Temple Avenue; 
the north­ 
bound lanes remain closed, 
awaiting 
completion 
of the 
whole 
Kellogg 
Hill 
inter­ 
change. 
The work consisted of con­ 
struction of curbs, gutter and 
pavement to provide a modern 
multi-lane road with a daily 
traffic capacity for 32,000 ve­ 
hicles. It included the con- 


struction of a roadway drain­ 
age system and the installa­ 
tion of traffic control signals 
a n d h i g h w a y intersection 
lighting at the Pomona Boule­ 
vard intersection.

A short time later, however, my son visited the shop again 
in search of a scope that he could easily mount to the pistol. 
Although his mother accompanied him, she was not involved 
in the counter discussion concerning the sale, and my son was 
assured personally by the proprietor that the scope could be 
mounted at home easily with only minor filing of the clip 
provided. It was on this assumption that my son made the 
purchase. 
But again, when 1 inspected the mount at home, 1 found that 
major modifications, including drilling of the frame (which we 
wanted to avoid) would be required to make the scope usable. 
We are requesting your help in having the dealer accept the 
scope back and return our money. — T.J.B., Diamond Bar. 


Henry J. Faeth, the proprietor of the Pomona Gun Shop, 
told us there had been a misunderstanding and he would have 
been happy to return your money. 
Your letter neglected to tell us that an argum ent developed 
during the transaction, and after you had shouted a bit, Faeth 
asked you to leave his store. 
However the owner, whom we found to be a most gentle 
man, has since refunded the $21.

Emergency Medical Aid Lacking, College Study Says 


Em ergency medical aid in 
the 
Pomona 
Valley 
suffers 


from “ lack of coordination, a 
confused communications sys­ 


tem and insufficient training 


of initial response personnel.” 


Those are the m ajor con- 
clusins of a six-month investi­ 


gation conducted by a stu- 
dent-faculty 
research 
team 
from the Claremont Colleges. 
Some 16 key policymakers 
pledged support for reform s 
outlined in the report entitled, 
“ Danger: Medical Em ergen­ 
cy Ahead,” released by the 


college’s Program in Public 
Policy Studies. 
The report called for the 
implementation 
of 
single 
em ergency telephone number, 
a n d 
recommended 
higher 
standards of training for am ­ 
bulance attendants who are 
currently 
only 
required 
to 
have a Red Cross certificate 
in first aid. 
Criticizing communications 
system s between emergency 
aid agencies, the report com­ 
mented on the lack of coordi­ 
nation among these agencies: 
“The presence of separate, 
poorly 
coordinated 
commu- 


n i c a t i o n systems between 
sheriff, 
police, 
fire 
depart­ 


ment, 
highway 
patrol 
and 
am bulance services seriously 
impedes the efficient provi­ 
sion of emergency care.” 
The 
team 
recommended 
that police and sheriff not be 
called 
for 
medical 
em er­ 
gencies. Instead, calls should 
be transferred immediately to 
the fire departm ent. 
Represntatives from Gen­ 
eral Telephone Co. expressed 
support for the “911” central 
r e c i v i n g and dispatching 
emergency number. 


“ We are ready to meet with 


any interested local govern­ 
ment body to discuss plans or 
write specifics for implement­ 
ing 911,” said Eldon M. San­ 
ders, General Telephone’s Po­ 
mona sales supervisor. He ad­ 


ded that his company would 
be able to overcome technical 


difficulties involved in setting 
up such a system. 
In the area of emergency 
personnel training, Dr. Robert 
Dukes, director of emergency 
services at Pomona 
Valley 
Community 
Hospital, 
said 


that he would be “ willing to 
institute formal training 
in 
em ergency 
room 
procedure 
for ambulance personnel. 
Local am bulance companies 
are already working on up­ 
graded training for their em ­ 
ployes, and all agreed that 
the Red Cross training is not 
strict enough to prepare at­ 
tendants 
to 
handle 
em er­ 
gencies. 
C o 1 e-Schaefer Ambulance 
Service, for example, is in the 
process of introducing em er­ 
gency medical technical train­ 
ing for new employes. In ad­ 
dition, Ron Fleig of Commu­ 


nity Ambulance Service will 
be 
attem pting 
to 
arrange 
classes in em ergency care, 
beyond advanced Red Cross 
training, at local colleges. 
Dr. Lee Cady of the county 
Committee 
on 
Emergency 
Medical Care said that the 
Southern California 
Hospital 
Council would provide coordi- 
n a t i o n for such 
training 
courses. 
While commending the Po­ 
mona Valley Community Hos­ 
pital’s em ergency service, the 
report noted an overuse of the 
em ergency room for standard 
patient care. This could be 


avoided, the report stated, by 
placing a physician at the re­ 
ceiving desk to screen all in­ 
coming patients to determine 
the severity of the em ergen­ 
cy. 
Out-patient clinics should be 
established, the report contin­ 
ued, to handle cases which, in 
the doctor’s opinion, did not 
w a r r a n t em ergency treat­ 
ment. 
The Program in Public Pol­ 
icy Studies is a joint endeavor 
of the six Claremont Colleges. 
Investiations

Passover: Ancient 


Tale of Liberation 


The most be loved oi all Jewish festivals is probab- 
1\ Passover. This Holiday (the first night of which is 
March 30) celebrates freedom—the value most che­ 
rished among Jews, and for that matter all men, for 
thousands of years. Passover is thus referred to as 
“The Festival of Liberation.” 
The Seder dinner is the heart of the Passover 
celebration. The feast is a religious service for the 
home and all family members participate. 
Aside from traditional dishes and matzoh, unlea­ 
vened bread, the mainstay of the Seder (which 
means “order” in Hebrew) is the epic tale of the 
enslavement of die Jews in Egypt by the Pharoahs, 
and the Jews’ subsequent escape to a 40-year wan­ 
dering and then arrival in the promised land. 
The name Passover comes from the fact that God 
had to bring 10 plagues on the Egyptians before 
they would consent to let the Jews out of bondage. 
Each plague was more severe than the last, but the 
Egyptians refused to free the Jews. Finally, the 10th 
plague, the killing of the first born, was brought 
upon the Egyptians. 
To signal the 4ngel of Death to spare their 
homes, Jews were instructed to place an “X 
in 
lamb’s blood on their doors. The Angel of Death 
noted the markings and passed over the Jewish 
homes, thus the holiday became known as Passover. 
The tale is told every year during the holiday as 
instructed in the Talmud, authoritative ancient book 
of Jewish tradition which calls upon all fathers at 
Passover to “recite the story to your son, saying. I 
am telling it to you because of what the Lord did 
for me when I came out of Egypt. 
This year’s Passover celebration may be moio 
significant than any of Ihose in the past. A striking 
parallel may be drawn between the Exodus of the 
Jews (mm Egypt to the promised land and the 
exodus of Soviet Jews to Israel. 
The ancient Jews wandered for 40 years in the 
desert. Today’s Soviet Jews who are fortunate 
enough to be allowed to leave spend several days in 
Austria en route to Israel. 
In ancient times the promised land was largely 
unoccupied. Today it is booming Israel. It is esti­ 
mated that it costs $25,000 to bring a Soviet Jew to 
Israel and help him to establish himself. The cost is 
largely borne by citizens of the world, Jews and 
non-Jews alike. 
During the Seder service for 1he past few years 
many families have recited special prayers for the 
Jews of the Soviet Union. This year many more will 
do the same. 
The festive Passover meal will end with children 
and their parents singing medieval Hebrew nursery 
rhymes. This additional participation by the youngs­ 
ters is not unintentional, for Passover is basically a 
festival for children. 
It is a holiday designed to help them learn about, 
know and cherish the basic rights of equality and 
freedom, rights celebrated not only for Jews but for 
all men of all races and all religions.

Performing Arts 


Thanks largely to ihe recession, corporate giving 
to charities has been stuck on a fairly level plateau 
since 1969. The national average has been about 1.2 
per cent of pretax earnings, considerably less than 
the 5 per cent deductible under law. 
But while the total number of dollars remain 
about the same, the dollars are going in new diiec- 


1 According to U.S. News & World Report, the trend 
is away from such traditional recipients as hospitals 
and colleges. Instead, more and more companies 
are channeling their contributions into areas where 
thev believe they will have the most visible and 
dramatic impact—into programs like health centers 
and drug rehabilitation units in the inner city, or 
cultural activities such as symphony orchestras and 
art exhibits. 
Direct corporate philanthropic support for the vi­ 
sual and performing arts is, in fact, one of the most 
significant and surprising new trends on the Ameri­ 
can business scene. 
Contributions in this field are expected to reach 
$75 million this year, more than triple the $22 mil­ 
lion of 1965. A recent survey found that IS per cent 
of U.S. companies that gave to the arts in 1971 in­ 
tend to give more in 1972; another 68 per cent said 
they will donate at least as much. 
The contributions range from such projects as de­ 
partment stores buying newspaper advertising to 
promote Shakespearean theater performances, to 
funding of cultural shows cm public television. An 
example of the latter is something called “\ ibr- 
ations,” a 20-week show which recently debuted on 
National Education Television and which provides 
behind-the-scenes looks at the performing arts and 
artists around the world.”

“India takes 
the position 
that they are still going to be 
nonaligned”, 
Rogers 
said, 
“that the treaty with the So­ 
viet Union is not going to 
have 
any 
military 
signifi­ 
cance. But 1 think that that 
will depend on events as they 
develop.” 
President Nixon and other 
officials have gone to great 
pains to assure both Russia 
and India that the U.S. effort 
to 
improve 
relations 
with 
Peking does not involve any 
Chinese-American “collusion”

However, it is doubtful that 
either Moscow or New Delhi 
is entirely satisfied.

Nixon's Soviet Talks 


Will Stress Peace

Navy's Destroyer Fleet Turning 
Into Big Tin Can Collection 


The Navy’s vaunted destro­ 
yers are in danger of becom­ 
ing a ramshackle collection of 
tin cans with blind radar, bro­ 
ken missile systems, wheez­ 
ing pumps and rotting hulls. 
This is the ominous warning 
in classified messages from 
the admirals of the Atlantic 
and Pacific cruiser-destroyer 
forces to the Navy Material 
Command in Washington. 
The glaring problems were 
first outlined 17 months ago 
in a three-page teletype mes­ 
sage stamped ‘‘PRIORITY . . . 
CONFIDENTIAL.” 
It 
reads 
more like the inventory of a 
junk pile than an analysis of 
the Navy’s sleek terriers of 
the sea. 
“The message is to focus 
attention on the ten material 
deficiencies considered most 
serious (and) to urgently soli­ 
c i t . . . corrective action,” the 
worried admirals reported. 
Most urgent, they warned, 
was the condition of the intri­ 
cate air search radar equip­ 
ment which is supposed to 
alert the fleet to any surprise 
attack. 
Its 
“reliability 
(is) 
poor, 
parts 
support 
poor, 
maintenance 
manhours 
and 
cost 
high,” 
the 
cable 
la­ 
mented. 
The Navy’s famous ASROC 
anti-submarine rocket could 
not be 
launched 
on 
some 
ships in case of a sub attack 
because the “loader cranes 
are categorically unreliable.” 
The fleet admirals added that 
“ redesign and or shipalts (al­ 
terations) has not provided 
any significant improvement . 
. . An immediate ‘get well’ 


program is 
needed 
if this 
equip is to be used at all.” 
The hulls of the handsome 
warships have also suffered 
“structural failures” in part 
because the “aluminum struc­ 
ture deteriorates due to elec­ 
trolysis.” The admirals called 
for urgent help “to alleviate 
this serious deficiency.” 
Black Paint 
The 
seadogs 
also 
com­ 
plained that some dimwit had 
ordered 
vital 
repair 
parts 
‘ ‘ d i p p e d in black paint 
(which) makes spares almost 
unidentifiable.” 
Other 
parts 
are “virtually non-existent,” 
technical manuals are “inad- 
quate” and parts replacement 
delays are so rampant that 
one failing part sometimes 
masks another. 
Poor design 
and missing 
parts have also fouled gun 
m o u n t s , air compressors, 
transceivers, 
electronic 
in­ 
telligence monitors, air blo­ 
wers and even course plotting 
boards. 
On some items, the “situa­ 
tion is beyond the repair tech­ 
nicians’ control,” the fleet ad- 
m i r a 1 s complained. They 
“recommend 
complete 
re­ 
view” of these items by the 
Navy Secretary himself. 
After 
this 
stunning 
com­ 
plaint, 
the Navy 
began 
a 
crash program for repairs. 
We have studied hundreds of 
pages of the follow-up docu­ 
ments, many of them classi­ 
fied, on what progress has 
been made. 
Sad to relate, the most re­ 
cent one, dated February 25, 
1972, lists nine of the 10 most 


critical conditions still in need 
of drastic corrections. 


Footnote: 
Although 
the 
Navy has spent billions on 
such whacky schemes as a 
robot helicopter — which was 
supposed to sniff out subs but 
only fell into the sea or disap­ 
peared into the wild blue yon­ 
der — it has failed to put its 
ingenuity and effort into the 
needed 
fleet 
repairs. 
The 
Navy’s new material chief, 
Adm. 
Isaac 
C. 
Kidd, 
has 
sworn he will reverse this 
trend.

President Nixon’s trip 
to 
Red China—as related to his 
forthcoming visit to the Soviet 
U n i o n — i s causing consid­ 
erable speculation not only 
among communist diplomats 
in their talks with other gov­ 
ernments but in the 
open 
comments 
being 
made 
by 
Leonid Brezhnev, the Soviet 
communist party leader. He 
suggested in a nationally tele­ 
vised speech to a meeting in 
M o s c o w of Soviet trade 
unions that there might have 
been a secret deal between 
the United States and China 
during Mr. Nixon’s stay in 
Peking. Brezhnev, therefore, 
challenged China to initiate a 
nonaggression pact with the 
Soviet Union. He declared: 
“The improvement of rela­ 
tions 
between 
the 
United 
States and the Soviet Union is 
possible 
and, 
moreover, 
is 
even desirable, but not at the 
expense of any third country 
or people whatsoever.” 
The 
Kremlin 
leader 
as­ 
serted that the Soviet Union 
actually 
applauded 
the 
re­ 
sumption 
of 
Chinese-Ameri­ 
can relations signified by the 
Peking visit of President Nix 
on so long as this did not 
threaten other nations. 
Address Welcomed 
The State Department wel­ 
comed the Brezhnev address. 
T h r o u g h 
its 
spokesman 
Charles W. Bray, it told the 
Soviet chief that 
President 
Nixon’s trip to China was not 
directed against Moscow. Mr. 
Bray also said: 
“We read the speech with 
considerable interest. We are 
pleased to note that the Soviet 
Union is preparing for the 
discussions 
(with 
President 
Nixon) which will take place 
in Moscow in May on a busi­ 
nesslike and realistic basis. 
That is the basis on which 
this 
administration 
is 
also 
p r e p a r i n g for these dis­ 
cussions.” 
Dispatches 
from 
London 
have quoted communist dip­ 
lomats as saying the Soviet 
Union wants firsthand assur­ 
ances from President Nixon 
while he is in Moscow that he 
did not reach any understand­ 
ings with China antagonistic 
to Russia and doesn’t plan to 
do so in the future. The con­ 
tention was advanced that the 
President’s ability to satisfy 
the Soviets on this point will 
determine what agreements 
will emerge from his confer­ 
ence in May. The diplomats 
add there are fears that the 
sessions with the Chinese lea­ 
ders in Peking had an anti- 
Russian flavor. 
No grounds for these suspi­ 
cions exist, of course, because 
every word that has been spo­ 
ken by the President or by 
his aides in their talks with 
various 
governments 
since 
the China visit has stressed 


the importance of bringing 
peace to Asia. There has been 
no idea of intensifying quar­ 
rels between countries. Presi­ 
dent Nixon has made it clear 
he 
believes 
peace 
can 
be 
brought by sincere efforts to 
deal 
with 
differences 
that 
arise. He has sought to assure 
the 
Soviet 
Union that 
the 
United States has no intention 
of organizing any military al­ 
liances, 
preferring 
instead 
that all nations join together 
in Asia and Europe to ad­ 
vance the cause of peace. 
There is, to be sure, still 
the problem of the Vietnam 
war. It is costing the United 
States large sums, and the 
Soviet 
Union 
is 
supplying 
weapons and other forms of 
military assistance to North 
Vietnam. 
If Moscow would 
exercise its influence with the 
Hanoi government, it could 
help to bring about peace in 
Indo-China. 
Then 
American 
prisoners could be released 
and all American servicemen 
brought back to the United 
States as a ceasefire is pro­ 
claimed. 
Mr. Nixon has many things, 
therefore, to discuss with the 
Soviet leaders that relate to 
the maintenance of peace in 
Europe and in Asia. He is 
convinced 
that there 
is 
a 
chance to begin a long era of 
peace but that it can be ac­ 
complished only if the more 
powerful nations cease to give 
military aid to rebel factions 
in smaller countries and to 
stir up revolutions. If Red 
China and the Soviet Union 
and the United States under­ 
took jointly to try to preserve 
peace in Europe and Asia, 
this would be a step forward 
and could 
save 
both 
con­ 
tinents from future wars. 
The President feels that the 
big powers on all continents 
can get together and make 
peace and keep peace. He did 
not enter into 
any 
secret 
deals at Peking and does not 
intend to do so at Moscow. 
But he does hope to bring 
about a new attitude in the 
relations of all peoples who 
believe 
that 
countries 
like 
Red China 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Union threaten 
the 
weaker 
nations and seek to take them 
over in order to broaden res­ 
pective spheres of influence. 
President Nixon is arguing 
that the ways of peace are in 
the long run better for every­ 
body.

less riots and demonstrations. 
Are we going to allow forced 
busing to be added to our list 
of defeats or are we going to 
a s k o u r s e l v e s and our 
country, state, and city gov­ 
ernments, “why busing"? 
If you have read this far 
and are laughing it is probab­ 
ly because you are sure that 
busing has nothing to do with 
integration, but is an attempt 
to give our children a better 
education.

attained 
perm anent 
status and ordered the sus­ 
pension. She was suspended 
two days before she reached 
perm anent status. 
CHP Viewpoint 
(The Highway Patrol officer 
who rated Mrs. Montano, G. 
A. Wilkins, told the Progress- 
Bulletin Wednesday that Mrs. 
Montano was a good enough 
driver to take 
the needed 
training while staying on the 
job, training after hours.) 
She was suspended for 30 
days without pay and was to 
be suspended for another 30- 
day period, until the district 
was informed by county coun­ 
sel that it could suspend a 
probationary employe for no 
more than 30 days. 
In her term ination notice 
she was told to “ seek profes­ 
sional advice in regard to im­ 
proving your m ental attitude 


toward supervision of every 
kind” and to “ m ake the nec­ 
essary 
arrangem ents” 
with 
the district’s driving trainer 
for additional training. 
She refused to sign the sus­ 
pension notice and was told, 
she says, to inform the dis­ 
trict if she changed her mind.

The district wrote her on 
March 8, informing her of the

pension,” request a leave of 
absence “ for the purpose of 
obtaining bus 
driver train­ 
ing,” or submit her resigna­ 
tion, to avoid being term i­ 
nated.

son, who voted against the 
termination, stressed that the 
controversy had resulted from 
a lack of communication be­

and asked

“ It is my opinion that after 
receiving the recommendation

School Busing Question Stirs Up 
A Controversy in Walnut District

WALNUT - Whenever bus­ 
ing 
is 
mentioned 
in

nection with schools, it’s a 


controversial combination. 


And an emerging situation 
in the Walnut Valley Unified 
School District promises to ig­ 
nite some fireworks. 


There’s a twist, though. Ad­ 
m inistrators 
don’t 
want 
to 
start 
busing—they want 
to 
take it away from the Colle- 
gewood area and south Dia- 
m o n d 
B a r 
elem entary 
schools. And they’re bracing 
themselves 
for 
a 
lot 
of 
squawking from residents if 
the Board of Trustees backs 
their proposal presented this 
week. 
For eight years, since the 
Collegewood 
Elem entary 
School 
opened, 
the 
district 
has provided 
transportation 
for 
students, 
even 
though 
many of them live within the 
half-mile minimum for kin­ 


dergarteners and three-quar­ 
ter mile minimum for other 
ages to be eligible for busing. 
The intention was to help 
students avoid a treacherous 
walk along 
heavily-traveled 
Grand Avenue, and to deter 
them 
from sliding down a 
steep hill as a shortcut. 
The district did likewise in 
south Diamond Bar, busing 
students to save them a walk 
d o w n busy 
Brea 
Canyon 
Road. 
But those were more pros­ 
perous times. Now the district 
is caught in a budget squeeze, 
and busing is feeling the pres­ 
sure. 
With the recent opening of 
the Orange Freeway link in 
Diamond Bar, 
district offi­ 
cials feel secure that Brea 
Canyon Road will be a safer 
thoroughfare, with the free­ 
way absorbing much of its 
form er traffic. So they plan to 
e l i m i n a t e busing for ele­ 
m entary students in the fall. 
In Collegewood, trustees are 
now contemplating two prop­ 


osals that would make it safe 
for students to walk to the ele­ 
m entary school, and 
which 
would 
require 
intermediate 
and senior high students from 
the hilltop tract to walk to a 
College 
od 
Elem entary 
School bus stop to catch a bus 
to their schools. 
The first proposal—the one 
which trustees seem most in 
favor of — would place a 
ram p and stairs arrangem ent 
zig-zagging down the hill be­ 
hind Collegewood School. It 
would begin near the inter­ 
section of Grand Avenue and 
Shadow Mountain Road and 
would cost the district $28,210. 
The second calls for con­ 
struction of a sidewalk along 
Grand Avenue, curving from 
Shadow Mountain Road to the 
south boundary of the school, 
with a 
stairway from 
the 
s i d e w a l k to the school 
grounds. 
Cost 
is 
projected 
around $15,000. 
A four-foot fence would be 
constructed on the street side, 
with a break every 200 feet.

dent, echoes her sentiments. 
“ We’ve always been led to

The possibility of hiring a 
crossing guard for the inter­ 
section was brought up, but 
Supt. Cyrus Morris rejected 
the idea, saying it would be 
the city's duty to hire one. 
Morris looks at busing as a 
greedy competitor for educa­ 
tional dollars. 
“ I’m getting to the point 
where I’m resenting putting 
out educational money to bus 
kids,” Morris says, explaining 
that transportation financing 
comes out of the general edu­ 
cation fund, with some aid 
from the state. 
He aso says the district 
stands to lose some of that 
state aid at any time because 
it is busing students within 
the minimum limits. 
Asst. Supt. George Hartnett 
hasn’t yet compiled the bus­ 
ing costs, but points out the 
ram p construction would be a 
one-time 
investment, 
while 
busing takes a hunk out of 
the budget each year. 
He also explains that the 
busing situation 
has 
never 
been entirely satisfactory in 
Collegewood, because of the 
n a r r o w residential streets 
within the development. On 
many of the cul-de-sac and 
dead-end streets, 
the buses 
can’t turn around, and must 
back up the entire length of 
the 
street. 
This, 
H artnett 
maintains, can present a ha­ 
zard.

LET'S ASK THE COOK 
by Nan Wiley 


DEAR NAN: 
Years ago when we used to 


visit a Norwegian home at 


Christmas they always served 
t h e 
most 
delicious 
cold, 
creamy-white, very flat cir­ 
cles. Two of the rounds were 
put together with a butter, su­ 
gar 
and 
cinnamon 
filling, 
then cut into wedges like pie. 
They were called something 
like “ Luffs” although I doubt 
that is the correct spelling. I 
think they were baked in the 
oven. 


I have looked through nu­ 
merous cookbooks but all I 
can find is a potato pancake. 
They are not the same. Mrs. 
P. Knight, Ottawa, Ontario. 
It must be 
“ Lefse” 
you 
have in mind. They do con­ 
tain potatoes but my Norwe­ 
gian books list them under 
the bread category. They are 
not ovenbaked but done on a 
griddle or a large cast iron 
skillet. They are especially 
attractive if done with a spe­ 
cial lefse pin but you can get 
by with a regular rolling pin. 
The special roller has close- 
together 
ridges. 
You 
roll 
lengthwise, then crosswise for 
a sort of delicate waffle ef­ 
fect. 
They can be served hot or 
cold. Recipes vary somewhat 
for ingredient proportions but 
here is one that does quite 
well. You will need 4 cups of 
riced potatoes (to make sure 
there are no lumps at all), l/4 
cup coffee cream, y4 cup mel­ 
ted butter, a good pinch of 
salt, the same of sugar (some 
prefer as much as 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 tablespoon sugar) and 
1*4 cups flour. 
Mix 
together 
to form 
a 
good dough when the riced 
potatoes are cool. Knead well. 
Using V2 cups at a time roll 
paper-thin on a floured board 
with a floured roller. Bake on 
a 
lightly 
greased 
griddle, 
(about 425-450) turning often 
to 
avoid 
scorching. 
They 
should 
be 
slightly 
golden 


brown in spots but never fried 
crisp. 


Wipe the griddle clean each 
time so no little bits are left 
or the next lefse to pick up. 
When cool, spread with but­ 
ter, 
cinnamon 
and 
either 
brown 
or 
white 
sugar 
or 
make a paste of the three. 
Fold over, cut and serve. If 
you prefer, place one whole 
circle on top of another, then 
cut. Sometimes lefse are sim­ 
ply roiled up after filling. 


To serve lefse hot they can 
be made up ahead of time 
and refrigerated with waxed 
paper separating the stacked 
c i r c l e s . At serving time 
spread with butter and sugar, 
omitting the cinnamon, and 
heat in the oven in a covered 
pan. Remember, these should 
never be crisp, just a bit gol- 
aen. 
They 
are 
popular 
in 
Scandinavian homes at coffee 
time. 


Any which way, you may 


sometimes need a bit more 
four to make the dough work­ 
able. Use real potatoes (red 
are best) not the instant type. 
Those can vary from brand to 
brand. Some may be too soft.

shocked me very much last 
week when she told me a 
teacher and consultant to a 
school 
club, 
of 
which 
my 
daughter is a member, had 
discussed methods 
of birth 
control at the last meeting. I 
feel that even if the girls 
wanted this information, no 
adult had a right to give it 
without first asking the par- 
e n t s . 
I’ve 
forbidden 
my 
daughter to attend any more 
club meetings. I will not res­ 
cind my order and she has 
threatened to run away from 
home. — S.P. 


Dear S. P.: If your daughter 
runs away from home she 
will certainly be in far grea­ 
ter danger than she would be 
at any club meeting in your 
home town. Drugs soon be­ 
come an important part of 
the lives of today’s run-away 
children and in this kind of 
environment 
your 
daughter 
w o u l d 
certainly 
need 
a 
thorough 
sex 
education 
to 
avoid pregnancy and venereal 
disease. 
Most 
doctors, 
sociologists 
and psychologists realize that, 
like it or not, birth control de­ 
vices and methods are part of 


our culture. Since teenagers 
are exposed to a society that 
places enormous emphasis on 
sex, in advertising as well as 
entertainment, they are en­ 
titled to birth control informa­ 
tion when they ask for it. 


Studies indicate that this in­ 
formation does not lead to 
promiscuity. On the contrary, 
promiscuity is more apt to re­ 
sult 
when 
adolescents 
are 
desperately 
searching 
for 
ways to rebel against parents. 
To try to make sex and sex 
infomation a forbidden sub­ 
ject is actually impossible. To 
attempt it merely widens the 
misunderstanding 
between 
parent and child and makes 
the generation gap larger and 
deeper than ever. 
Birth control information is 
certainly not the whole an­ 
swer but Dr. Hriar Babikian 
of New York Medical College 
thinks teenagers 
should 
be 
able to get medical help and 
advice whenever it is needed. 
In a study of teenage preg­ 
nancies, he found more than 
50 per cent wanted to get 
pregnant even though infor­ 
mation was available. Some 
young girls want to become 
pregnant to strike back at 


their parents, or to show their 
parents they are really grown 
up; some want to prove to 
themselves that they are tru­ 
ly female; some may want to 
remain dependent by making 
their mother take care of 
their baby, and some delibe­ 
rately become pregnant in an 
effort to find something they 
can love. 


To your daughter, your pre- j 
sent action 
may be 
inter- j 


preted as a refusal to see her 
as an individual entering ma­ 


turity. I think it would be 
needlessly 
humiliating 
and 
emotionally damaging if you 
insist that your daughter res­ 
ign from this club and attend 
rvo further meetings. It says 
to her friends that her mother 
does not trust her and disap­ 
proves of her friends and the 
adult leader and teacher who 
heads the group. 
I feel it would be best to 
“ rescind” your order. It is 
far better to save your daugh­ 
ter than to save face. If you 
object to the discussion, take 
it up with the teacher or 
bring it up at a PTA meeting 
but don’t take it out on your 
daughter.

Plants Sprouting? 
It's Time to Feed 


Now’s the time. The grow­ 
ing season has started — or is 
imminent — and now is the 
time garden plants would like 
some food. 
Before starting to feed, con­ 
sider the needs of the various 
plant materials and the nut­ 
rients which are available. 
For example, Azaleas, Ca­ 
mellias and Rhodendrons like 
a food on the acid side at 
this time of year. The pack­ 
aged dry forms, available in 
nurseries, which come under 
several brand names, usually 
contain cottonseed meal. The 
rruld-form foods for these 
plants generally have a fish 
base. 
Feed flowering plants, such 
as Fuchsias, Geraniums, and 
Pelagroniums with a plant 
food with a high ratio of phos­ 
phoric 
acid. To get 
good 
growth 
on 
perennials 
like 
Chrysanthemums and carna­ 
tions, use a material with a 
good potash content. 
If this sounds confusing, it 
needn’t be, says the Califor­ 
nia Acrociation of Nursery­ 


men, which points out that 
packaged, ready-to-use plant 
foods are readily available. 
Your nurseryman can recom­ 
mend the type material for 
the various plants in the gar­ 
den. For many trees and 
shrubs in the landscape, a 
commercial 
“ all 
purpose” 
chemical plant food may suf­ 
fice. 
So important is the proper 
nutrition for certain favorites, 
suppliers package materials 
formulated for them. Citrus 
trees, whether grown in the 
shrub or tree form, prefer a 
special formulation — called, 
simply, “ Citrus food.” The 
same material is good for 
avocados; Roses thrive and 
bloom prolifically with special 
“ Rose foods.” 
Few g?.rr’en soils can fur­ 
nish p continuous supply of 
necessary 
plant 
nutrients. 
Most soils yield the three ma­ 
jor 
elements 
— 
nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid and potash — 
very slowly, hut commercial­ 
ly-prepared plant foods supply 
them much more quickly.

For Start With Seeds 


The best way to assure 
yourself of the precise kind or 
variety of vegetable or flower 
you want to grown in your 
garden is to buy the seeds 
and start the plants yourself. 
Should the selected kind be 
one needing a longer growing 
season than your climate af­ 
fords, then start seeds in­ 
doors. 
Allow, at most, eight weeks 
to frost-free date in your 
area. Don’t start seeds before 
or they may grow tall and 
spindly by the time they can 
be set outdoors. 
Seeds do not need light to 
sprout. But, as soon as they 
pop up they need your sun- 
The mere Si me you spend 
choosing a mower, 
the less time youll spend 
taking care of the grass* 


Jerry Baker, America’s Master Gar­ 
dener, can tell you why you should 
choose a mower carefully. 
“ Sharp blades mean clean cut­ 
ting.

CAPSULE REVIEW By Mae Tate — “ The Gold Watch,” 
playing this month at the Inner City Theater in Los Angeles, is 
a serious and honest portrayal of minority emotions during the 
detention of Japanese-Americans in World War II. 
The first and most noticeable virtue of the play is that it is 
written and characterized by the Orientals to whom it ad­ 
dresses itself. 
Literature accompanies the program brouchure which exam­ 
ines the political and professional overtones of Caucasians 
usurping Oriental roles in the performing arts. 
The social, po'itical and racial discriminations of the times 
are interestingly interwoven into the words and personalities 
of the characters. 
Mako as farmer Masaru Murakami is the most eloquent and 
familiar in the cast of characters, with Nobu McCarthy as his 
wife, Kimiko, second in talent and captivating in beauty and 
poise. Richard Kato as the son evokes a certain empathy in 
his confusion of youth. 
“ The Gold Watch” looks realistically, sometimes harshly, 
sometimes joyfully, at the life of a Japanese family in the 
Pacific Northwest before Pearl Harbor. The frustrations and 
personality conflicts become even more awewome with news 
of concentration camps and blatant hatred. 
Mako’s talent as a writer is shown in the one-act play 
“ There’s No Place for a Tired Ghost.” This studies souls in 
limbo, most from the various horrors of this minority commu­ 
nity during World War II. 
The only criticism must be levied against the length of the 
play. “ The Gold Watch” is possibly exuberant enough to be 
edited in order to avoid dropping the one-act or prolonging the 
stay in theater seats.
